Diggs Will Ask FBI To Open Miss. Office 


Congressman Charles C. Diggs Jr. shortly will ask 
the FBI to set up an office in Mississippi. Diggs (D., 
Mich.) has requested the Library of Congress to 
make a study of the basis for locating FBI head- 
quarters and will press for the Mississippi office if 
the bureau’s budget allows. Tension is mounting in 
the state, Diggs said. The Congressman, who regu- 
larly reads two Mississippi newspapers, declared: 
“There is no question of the determination of the 
people to preserve segregation at all costs. The bills 
being introduced in the State Legislature are fan- 
tastic, and if something isn’t done by the Federal 
government, this racial snowball will get bigger. 
People in the South have a fear of the FBI, and the 
very presence of an office there would make them 
apprehensive about openly committing acts of racial 
violence.” Congressman Diggs attended the trial of 
accused Emmett Till kidnap-slayers, J.W. Milam and 
Roy Bryant held in Sumner, Miss.

Hold White Mississippian In Murder Of Negro

A white sawmill operator, 
Grover Luckey, blasted a 28- 
year-old Negro millhand to 
death with five shots at Mize, 
Miss., and is being held for 
murder in Raleigh. The mill- 
hand, Edward Duckworth, 
father of three children, had 
borrowed $15 from Luckey’s 
wife and sought more money 
to “take my baby to the hos- 
pital.” The Luckeys said they 
refused him more money be- 
cause he had been drinking, 
and the shooting occurred 
when Duckworth gestured as 
if to draw a gun he claimed 
he had. Afterwards, a car tak- 


ing Duckworth to a hospital overturned while traveling 90 
miles per hour. Death was originally attributed to a 
broken neck, but a physician later found Duckworth had 
died of bullet wounds. The dead man’s wife, Sadie, said 
he did not own a gun. The shooting occurred in Sullivan’s 
Hollow, reputedly “one of the worst places in Mississippi.”

Woman To Sell Home To Negroes In Texas Feud 

Climaxing a 15-year feud over a mock ship in the yard 
of her exclusive home, a white Dallas doctor planned to 
get the last laugh on her neighbors by selling her home to 
Negroes. Dr. Cosette Faust Newton, who holds five degrees 
{including one in medicine) said the $60,000 Highland 
Park estate will be willed to the NAACP if not sold before 
her death. She was ordered by the court to destroy the 
ship, named Miramar. Meanwhile, a six-foot cross was 
burned on the estate, and police moved in to guard 
against violence. Dr. Newton said the cross-burning was 
probably a prelude to burning the house, on which insur- 
ance has been cancelled. Local NAACP officials said the 
organization wanted no part of the controversy. Any 
new owner would be required to keep an umbrella perched 
atop the roof of the house, says the will.

An Orangeburg, S. C. farmer, who was subjected to 
Klan cross-burnings and loss of work after signing a 
school petition, arrived hungry and penniless in Phila- 
delphia after fleeing from his home with his wife and five 
children. Willie Sharper, 65, watched tearfully as his 
family ate their first nourishing meal in several days at 
Emmanuel Baptist Church. Sharper, whose children 
range in age from three to nine, said the Klan burned 
crosses in his yard after he signed the school petition. 
The ex-tractor driver said he formerly earned $15 a week, 
“put after I signed that paper the white folks got so they 
wouldn’t give me even one day’s work.”

Desegregation Brings New Language Into Use 
Since the Supreme Court’s decision of May 17, 
1954, banned racial segregation in public schools, at 
least half a dozen new or unfamiliar words have 
crept into daily American usage. For readers who 
may wish clarification, some of these words are listed 
and defined, below: 
@ Interposition: The right of the states to interpose 
(block) the Supreme Court ruling on grounds that 
they, the states, have never surrendered to the gov- 
ernment their right to operate segregated schools, 
and that only such powers as have been surrendered 
by the states can be ruled on by the Supreme Court. 
@ Integration: Bringing together parts of a whole, 
or unifying. 
@ Desegregation: Doing away with the separation of 
one group from another. 
@ Intrastate: Within the state (as in intrastate 
travel). 
@ Interstate: Between two or more states (as in in- 
terstate travel). 
@ Miscegenation: Marriage between members of dif- 
ferent races. 















Mo. Laundry Worker Gets $35,000 For Blast Injuries 

A St. Louis Negro laundry worker received $35,000 in 
settlement of a $200,000 blast injury damage suit. Mrs. 
Willie Mae Rucker was among 34 persons filing suit over 
injuries resulting from the explosion of Wilson-Keith Co., 
which killed six persons. She contended three companies 
were careless in handling explosives for making flame- 
thrower material into pellets. 


Powell Softens Anti-Bias Rider On School Bill 

Rep. Adam Clayton Powell Jr. (D., N. Y.) will revise his 
amendment to a Federal school construction bill to per- 
mit Dixie states to qualify for funds if they integrate 
their schools within four years. Powell’s original amend- 
ment to the bill would have banned aid to states defying 
the Supreme Court’s school edict. 
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Interracial N. Y. Couple Wins $625 Housing Suit 

A New York interracial couple, Mr. and Mrs. Thurman 
Faulk, were awarded $625 damages and a permanent in- 
junction against the Syltol Realty Corp., which had sought 
to lock them out of an apartment after accepting two 
months’ rent. The lease had been signed by Mrs. Faulk, a 
white secretary at New York University. The day before 
they were to move in, Faulk, a theater director and cam- 
eraman, went to the apartment with his wife to clean up 
and met the building superintendent. When they arrived 
with a moving van the next day, they found themselves 
locked out. 


D. C. Lawyer Acquitted On Embezzlement Charges 

A 44-year-old Washington, D. C., lawyer, Benjamin F. 
Amos, charged with embezzling $800 in 1951 from an 
estate which he was administering, was acquitted after 
six hours deliberation by a District Court jury. Amos said 
all the allegedly embezzled money had been turned over 
to the estate and that he never intended to keep it. Amos 
was also cleared of a charge of embezzling $221 from an- 
other estate of which he was administrator.

N. C. Must Pay $3,000 In Death Of Girl Prisoner 


The North Carolina Highway Commission must pay

in 1954. Eleanor Rush, who died of a broken neck when 
bound and gagged by the prison superintendent and four 
guards, was not given the “protection and care required 
by law,” the State Industrial Commission ruled. A $50,000 
civil claim against prison Officials is still pending.

5,000 troops fought vainly to hold back more than 10,000 
Africans massed at the Lagos Cathedral for a glimpse of 
the Queen, as she and the Duke of Edinburgh attended 
memorial services.

Paree. Recalling their first person-to-person meeting in 
the Chicago club’s Gold Key Room, Sammy says “It was 
just tco much!” 

He invited all four members of her party, including 
her husband, to be his guests in Hollywood when he was 
to become the only Negro member of the Friars Club—a 
crowning achievement of his career. Only Cordie was able 
to make the trip. And Sammy, proud as punch, gifted her 
with a white fox stole though he saw her only briefly 
on two occasions during her three-day stay in California. 

But Hollywood saw Cordie and liked her—apparently 
liked her for Sammy. She fit the movie capital’s glamor 
requirements. Columnists hinted about wedding bells. 

Asked if Sammy had asked her to marry him, Cordie 
pointed out that she already had a husband, sought to 
squelch the rumors. But Sammy was smitten, hopped on 
a Las Vegas telephone and popped the question. Said 
flattered but confused Cordie: “I don’t think someone can 
get up and leave their hus- 
band just because they’re 
asked to.” 

Yet, as the weeks rolled 
by, Sammy kept asking, de- 
spite an admitted bad case 
of tied-tongue. To a close 
friend, he confided worried- 
ly: “What do you say to a 
girl after you’ve said all the 
nice things to all the other 
girls you’ve known?

But, somehow, Sammy thought of something, asked 
Cordie to visit his father and stepmother in Miami while 
he stuttered it out. At the end of four days, Sammy added 
a new song “My Girl’ to his act, dedicated it to Cordie, 
introduced her as “my fiancee,” bounced off the stage at 
Ciro’s and planted a kiss on her cheek. Next night, he 
repeated the performance, and when a young fan asked 
him on a TV program the following night if he was mar- 
ried, Sammy let the cat out of the bag.

Meanwhile, back in Chicago, Cordie’s usually retir- 
ing husband, Melvin Brown, at first said “I don’t know 
anything about a divorce,” but later quietly commented:

Davis will make her happy, I won’t stand in the way.”

Eubanks claimed he attended Dartmouth and Columbia 
universities, then completed a four-year medicine course 
in Edinburgh Medical School. 


Cook Loses $100,000 Suit Against White Medic 

A white Jackson, Miss., physician, charged with mal- 
practice and sued for $100,000 damages by a Negro restau- 
rant cook, was found not guilty of the charges in Circuit 
Court.

ett” and eat ice cream. 

As it appeared cer- 
tain that Evangelical 
Hospital doctors had 
saved the child’s life

Negroes Win Golf Suit In Nashville, Tenn. 

A Federal judge ordered the City of Nashville to open 
public golf courses to Negroes and whites alike. The ruling 
grew out of a suit filed by four Negroes in 1952, and was 
in line with U. S. Supreme Court rulings ordering Atlanta 
and Baltimore to desegregate their courses. Meanwhile, 
park and recreation leaders from 10 Louisiana cities 
warned they would be forced to close recreational facilities 
rather than open them to Negroes. A suit is pending in 
East Baton Rouge, where Negroes seek use of public park 
and golf facilities. 


Jackie Robinson Signs $33,000 Dodger Contract 

Jackie Robinson signed his 1956 Brooklyn Dodger con- 
tract, which reportedly shaves his salary $4,500 down to 
$33,000. After signing with vice-president E. J. (Buzzy) 
Bavasi, Jackie said he had “no complaints.” He said he 
had walked out of an earlier conference because “I just 
wasn’t accustomed to the idea of getting a cut.”
